Transit 
ready to roll 

Bradford West Gwillimbury's 
Community Buses have arrived, 
bearing the logo of the new BWG 
Transit System. 

Currently, the buses are being stored 
at Switzer-Carty Transportation, 
which will operate the system - but 
starting at 9 a.m. on May 1, they’ll 
be in service, carrying riders on two 
routes and launching the Town’s first 
public transit system. 

Route 1 is a straight cross-town 
run, from the GO Train station to the 
Walmart Supercentre and back. 

Route 2 will follow a meandering 
route through the north and south 
halves of Bradford, bringing transit 
within a few hundred metres of nearly 
every residence in the municipality. 

On April 1, Communications officer 
Caleigh Clubine rolled out the details 
of the new BWG Transit System for 
BWG Council. 

Clubine noted that the buses 
purchased by the Town have a number 
of accessibility features - including a 
ramp to assist those in wheelchairs, or 
pushing strollers and grocery carts; as 
well as two forward-facing wheelchair 
spaces near the front, with regulation 
straps and easy-to-reach stop buttons. 

She also outlined the fares: Free for 
the whole month of May, then a $3 flat 
fee for any rider age 5 or older. Those 
who purchase a reloadable easyPASS 
card will pay only $2 per trip - and 
if they purchase the card and load it 
with a minimum of $10, they’ll be able 
to ride for free until the end of July. 
EasyPASS cards can be purchased at 
the BWG Leisure Centre, Treasury 
Building on Holland St. East, and the

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PSB negotiates contract settlement 


March 27 - The Bradford West 
Gwillimbury/InnisfQ Police Services 
Board has announced the ratification 
of a new collective agreement with the 
South Simcoe Police Association. 

The Board and Association worked 
together through “a difficult process” 
to renew the agreement, which 
includes a net increase of 0.5% for 
2014, and 1.5% in 2015. 

“The negotiating teams on both 
sides were successful in achieving a 
win/win contract that will enable the 
Board to continue to strive towards 
a more cost-effective and efficient 
model of service delivery to the 
residents of Innisfil and BWG,” said 
Board chair Sharon Villani. She called 


the agreement “a shining example 
that die rising costs of policing in 
this province can be contained 
through local bargaining, goodwill 
and collaboration between Police 
Services Boards and their local Police 
Associations." 

Also pleased were the Mayors 
of Innisfil and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, who sit on the PSB. 

“The Board and the Association 
worked together to establish a fair 
wage setdement, while finding 
considerable savings in other areas," 
said BWG Mayor Doug White. “It goes 
a long way to assist Chief Beazley meet 
the budget targets he presented to our 
Council last year.”

second largest police service in Canada, policing 
over 1 million sq. km. of land, and 130,000 km. of 
provincial highways. The OPP has evolved into 
a modern police service but, Onley noted, “for 
all of its size, sophistication and diversity, there 
is one thing that is unchanged - the men and 
women who believe in the old-fashioned values, 
of duty and service to 
the community.” 

Minister Naqvi thanked 
retiring Commissioner 
Lewis for leaving “a 


legacy of transparency, 
and a safer Ontario,” 
after his 3 and a half 
years at the helm of the 
OPP, and expressed his 
conviction that the new 
Commissioner would 
“keep Ontario a safe 
place to live, work and 
play.” 

There was pomp and ceremony during the 
changing of the command. The Commissioner’s 
Own Pipes & Drums marched on a parade 
of new recruits. After the speeches, OPP 
Commissioner Emeritus Archie Ferguson 
presented Commissioner Hawkes with his 
badge, and Lewis presented the Tipstaff - the 
traditional symbol of the Provincii police 
service. 

Hawkes, a 30 year veteran of the OPP, has 
served as Deputy Commissioner since 2006, and 



terrorism, and leadership to his new role. 

Hawkes identified a number of challenges, 
moving forward, including “fiscal restraint” 
limited resources and growing concern about 
rising policing costs; the increasing complexity 
of criminal investigations; a province in which 
deaths due to Distracted Driving have surpassed 
Drunk Driving deaths; and an increasing need 
to focus on response to natural disasters, cyber¬ 
crime, and fraud. 

“We must maximize any 
available efficiencies,” he 
said, while maintaining 
partnerships and 
collaboration with other 
police services and 
organizations, in an effort 
to maintain and improve 
community safety. "By 
working together, we 
will be stronger,” the 
new Commissioner said, 
promising to “stay the 
course, to build on the many initiatives” already 

Commissioner Hawkes was asked how he could 
meet the fiscal challenges of restraint, when 
legislation has been passed guaranteeing that 
OPP Officers will be the highest paid in Ontario. 

Hawkes pointed out that the increase was 
“mandated, not negotiated.... When that 
happens, we have to manage the existing fiscal 
environment. That means something else has 
to change” - including finding efficiencies, 
reinvesting to "leverage” technology and find 
new ways of meeting the challenges. “It’s all a 
balancing act.”

New ChiliFest proposed 

Rick Brooks has already brought Bradford its first 
successful Ribfest, and Bradfordlicious event. 

On April 1, he was in Bradford West Gwillimbury Council, 
pitching a new festival - and it was no April Fool’s joke. 

Brooks has already done his research and approached 
both Downtown merchants and the Downtown 
Revitalization Committee, before he approached Council 
with the proposal for Bradford Chilifest. The festival, 
planned for Saturday, June 7, would close Barrie St. from 
Holland to Doctor’s Lane, and feature 50 vendors taking 
the Chili Challenge, plus live music, a mini-midway and 
KidsZone, and a beer garden, in the new parking lot at the 
southeast corner of John St. East and Barrie. 

The goal, Brooks explained, is to give a boost to the 
Downtown, and he is encouraging merchants not direcdy 
involved in Chilifest to develop sales, promotions and 
other ways of capitalizing on the expected 2,000 visitors 
to the inaugural event. He has, he said, “received 100% 
endorsement in favour of this event” from the Downtown 
committee. 

In presenting his business case, Brooks estimated that 
the new festival would cost $25,000, including promotion, 
insurance, and security - and suggested that the funds 
would be found through sponsorships, Chili sales and 
vendor fees. Twenty-five percent of proceeds will go 
to charity, 25% will be held as seed money for a future 
downtown event. Set up, take-down and clean-up would be 
carried out by volunteers, and roads would be returned to 
normal by 11:30 p.m. 

All Brooks was asking from Council, he said, was approval, 
"so that planning can commence.” 

Manager of Economic Development Michael Disano 
promised a staff report on the Town’s responsibilities, 
and details of the plans for ChiliFest, at the next Council 
meeting, April 15. 

Carrotfest ranked #1 

Once again, Bradford’s CarrotFest has been voted one 
of the Top 100 Festivals in Ontario, by Festival and Events 
Ontario - for the 4th year in a row. Over 5,000 events were 
considered. And nation-wide, the West Jet Fun 'n Festivals 
Contest ranked CarrotFest as the Top Ontario Festival, and 
3rd in all of Canada, based on number of votes received. 
Bradford West Gwillimbury launched successful Facebook 
and Twitter campaigns, to get out the vote. 

CarrotFest 2014 will take place in Downtown Bradford on 
Saturday, August 16, from 9 a.m. to midnight.

BWG public transit ready to roll

Town Administration building. 

Not only that, Clubine said, but paying riders will get a 
transfer good for 90 minutes - which could allow them to 
run an errand and then ride 
back home on a single ticket. 

“Whatever you can manage to 
do in that 90 minutes, you can 
do on that $3 or $2.” 

Buses will run only from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m., on weekdays- 
but the Town has also been in 
talks with Town Taxi to set up a 
“Shared Taxi” service, that will 
pick up commuters at a nearby 
bus stop, and take them to the 
GO Train, by arrangement. 

Called “Taxi to GO” the service 
will also be launched on May 1 
- and available for 50 cents per 
ride, for holders of GO Train 
PRESTO cards. 

It will take a litde longer to set up a shared taxi service, 
between Bond Head and the Bradford SmartCentres. A 
survey has just gone out to residents of the hamlet, to gauge 
residents' transportation needs. 

Clubine said that everything is being done to get the word 
out to the public and build some excitement, that transit 


is coming to Town. In addition to notices on the Town's 
website and the Town Pages in the newspaper, Bradford 
West Gwillimbury is also taking to Facebook and Twitter to 
provide updates - even planning YouTube videos. 

As part of the promotion, the 
Town will be holding an “Open 
Bus” - the equivalent of an Open 
House - to show off the buses, 
which bear the BWG blue and 
green “swoosh” and the motto, 

"A Better Way to Go." Residents 
can check them out on Saturday, 
April 26 - at the BWG Leisure 
Centre from 10 a.m. to noon, and 
at the Bradford Board of Trade's 
Town & Country Living Show, 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

“In the evolution of ail 
municipalities, there comes a 
point in time, and we're at it, 
when you need to introduce 
transit,” noted Mayor Doug 
White, who confessed, “I love the look of the bus.” 
Councillors will have an opportunity to “preview” the ride 
on April 28 - and residents may see drivers out, practising 
their routes, before the official launch.

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Calling for a National Inquiry 


April 6 to 12 is National Victims of 
Crime Awareness Week. 

To Carolyn Bennett, Liberal MP for St. 
Paul’s-Toronto and Critic for Aboriginal 
Affairs, there’s a certain irony in the 
timing, in light of the Conservative 
government's refusal to call a National 
Inquiry into missing and murdered 
aboriginal women. 

The Native Women’s Association 
of Canada (NWAC) has identified at 
least 582 cases in the past 40 years, 
of Aboriginal women and girls who 
have been killed or have gone missing. 
Of those cases, 67% are murders, 

20% are missing persons, 4% involve 
“suspicious” deaths, and 9%, “unknown” 

Aboriginal women and girls make up 
3 to 4% of Canada’s population - yet 
represent 10% of murders. And about 
44% of the cases occurred in just two 
provinces - British Columbia and 
Alberta. Nearly half of of the murders 
are unsolved. 

Calls for a National Inquiry have come 
from NWAC, the Nova Scotia Native 
Women's Association and other First 
Nations groups, the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission, Opposition MPs, 
and all Provincial Premiers, at the 
Council of the Federation last July - yet 
Peter MacKay, Minister of Justice and 
Attorney General, recendy declared that 
“the time for study is over,” and insisted 
that his government is taldng adequate 
action to address the problem. 

"The defensiveness of‘We’re already 
doing enough’ is unacceptable when 
1 or 2 women go missing every 
month,” Bennett said, noting that the 
problem only began to come to light 
a decade ago, with NWAC’s "Missing 
Sisters" report, through the Sisters in 
Spirit partnership. But in 2009, “this 
government cut the money to Sisters in 
Spirit... and so the research stopped.” 

Bennett called a National Inquiry a 
key step, not only in defining the scope 
of the problem, but also in identifying 
possible systemic patterns of racism, 
stereotyping and the assumptions 
that underpin societal attitudes - 
attitudes that, for example, delayed 
the identification of Robert Pickton as 
a serial killer, by the RCMP in British 
Columbia. 

She suggested, "If a white person is 
missing people go out to comb the 
fields,” but if an aboriginal person is 
missing the attitude is, “It’s inevitable. 


What did you expect?... Cops assume 
they’re runaways. They've made this 
predetermination that this is inevitable." 

Bennett acknowledged that the 
issue is complex, with many areas 
to be investigated - including the 
adequacy of programs that are in place 
for vulnerable, marginalized people; 
support for the families of victims; and 
the systemic racism and sexism that 
may exist in Canadian institutions, 
including some police services. 

And without the family-by-family 
comments and input that would be 
gathered by a national inquiry, how can 
you know the extent of the problem? 
“You can’t,” Bennett said. 

“Without a national inquiry, you don’t 
really know what you’re doing” she said, 
calling the Conservative response “very 
disappointing.” 

The Federal 2014 Economic Action 
Plan sets aside $25 million over a 5 year 
period to extend existing programs, 
including support for a National Centre 
for Missing Persons and Unidentified 
Remains, support for families of 
victims, and funding for community- 
based awareness and safety initiatives 
for Aboriginal women. Among the 
government programs that have been 
announced: Building Bridges for Female 
Youth, a commitment of $361,200 over 
3 years to look into access to justice 
for marginalized young women; and 
$143,500 in funding for the Victims of 
Violence Canadian Centre for Missing 
Children, to support research and a 
newsletter. 

“So many of the Government’s 
recommendations are things they are 
already doing, or general - not focussed 
on Aboriginal women," Bennett said. "I 
don’t see that a National Action Plan is 
getting results.” 

She added, “This isn’t an indigenous 
issue. It’s not a ‘women’s issue.’ It's 
a Canadian issue. It’s our moral 
obligation to find a solution. I just don’t 
understand why the government can’t 
just do the right thing.” 

Bennett suggested that the call for 
a national inquiry on missing and 
murdered Aboriginal women could 
become an election issue. 

“We want action. We don’t really 
understand why this doesn't seem to be 
an issue,” she said. “We believe that we 
have to keep pushing for the national 
inquiry. 

“We’re not going to go away on this.”

Calling for deregulation 

To the editor: Re Keep Control of Alcohol 
Sales, March 20. 

Ann Leonard gives the Beer Store a lot of 
credit in controlling alcohol sales. That is 
hardly surprising, since the Beer Store is a 
diamond sponsor of arrive alive, of which she 
serves as an executive director. 

But any true inquiry into the data on alcohol 
related fatalities would show that states/ 
provinces with privatized sales have similar 
and sometimes better rates than Ontario. In 
the U.S. for example, three of the top 5 states 
with the lowest level of fatalities offer booze at 
the retail store level. 

Ms. Leonard states that only the Beer Store 
is able to put profit aside and refuse sales to 
minors and the intoxicated. She claims that 
small retailers are too greedy to be able to do 
this. Why, then, was I always carded in Indiana 
when I went to buy booze at either a grocery 
store or a beer retailer? And I am in my 60s. 
And my price for a 12-pack of Moosehead? 
$9.99. 

Let's put faith in small business. They can do 
as good a job at enforcement as the Beer Store. 
If required to card everyone, Ms. Leonard’s 
concerns will be completely alleviated. 


There is no data to suggest that fatalities will 
greatly increase if competition is brought in to 
Ontario’s booze industry, and so her assertions 
are wildly speculated and need to be called on. 

It is time to move away from the archaic 1960s 
beer monopoly. Our roads will not get wildly 
dangerous if we deregulate booze the right 
way. And that will be a win for everyone.

To the editor: My name is June Shah, and 
I am writing on behalf of my daughter, 
Monique Shah, who is a Special Olympian. 

Monique is 34 years old and was born in 
Edmonton, Alberta. Although she suffered 
seizures at 2 years old due to a reaction to 
Pertussis immunization, this now-Bradford 
resident, who has been a Special Olympian 
for 18 years, is unstoppable. 

Monique was introduced to Special 
Olympics at her high school in Houston, 
Texas, in 1996, where she participated 
and excelled in 6 different sports. She now 
focuses on Bowling, and Track and Field. 

She had the opportunity to be a member 
of Team U.S.A. on the Women's 5-A-Side 
Football (Soccer) team at the 2003 World 
Summer Games in Ireland; and Team 
Canada in Track and Field at the 2011 
World Summer Games in Greece. Her most 
memorable moment was winning 2 Gold 
Medals, in 100M and 200M, in Athens. The 
joy was indescribable. 

Special Olympics is an organization 
dedicated to providing year-round sports 
training and competitions for individuals 
with intellectual disabilities. Through 
Sport, children, youth and adults develop 
physical fitness, demonsttate courage, and 
experience joy. They also share skills and 
friendship with their families, other Special 
Olympics athletes, and the community. 

Special Olympics has provided an 
outlet that not only allowed Monique to 
accomplish sports-driven goals, but to 
attain and maintain a healthy lifestyle, be 
accepted in her community, and blossom 
into a beautiful, happy and social young 
woman. In her spare time, Monique 
volunteers at Bradford Valley Long Term 
Care Centre, assisting the elderly at lunch, 
and talking to them about her Special 
Olympics experiences. 

Monique has qualified for Team Ontario, 
in this summer's National Summer Games, 
taking place July 8 to 13 in Vancouver, B.C. - 
due to her outstanding performance at the 
2013 Provincial Games in York Region. She 
won 2 Gold medals, in High Jump and Shot 
Put, and 3 Silvers in the 100M, 200M and 
400M Races. The National Summer Games 
are a qualifier for the 2015 World Summer 
Games, being held in Los Angeles, USA. 

“Adopting an Athlete” provides an 
opportunity for friends, family members 
and the community to support the Ontario 
Special Olympic Team, or Monique.

Suspended drivers nabbed 

Back on May 21,2013, South Simcoe Police stopped a 
39 year old Barrie man for speeding, on West Park Ave. in 
Bradford. Investigation showed that the man was under 
5 separate Court-ordered driving suspensions. He was 
charged with several offences and released with a court 
date in September - but failed to show up for court. He was 
convicted in absentia and sentenced to 90 days in jail, and 
a warrant was issued for his arrest. On March 27,2014, 
Barrie Police stopped the man on Lakeshore Blvd., and 
discovered the outstanding warrant. He was held. South 
Simcoe Police were notified, and took custody of the male 
- who will be serving his sentence at the Central North 
Correctional Centre in Penetang. 

On March 26, around 11:50 p.m.. South Simcoe Police 
stopped a 34 year old Maple man on Hwy. 89 near the 400, 
in Innisfil, for a burnt-out headlight. When the vehicle was 
pulled over, the Constable observed several open botfies of 
beer inside, and a computer check revealed that the man’s 
Driver’s Licence had been suspended back in 2012, for 
unpaid traffic tickets. The driver was charged with several 
offences, including Improper Headlamps, Operate Motor 
Vehicle-Open Alcohol, and Drive while under Suspension. 
His vehicle was impounded; he has a court date of April 17. 

Note: You may not drive when your licence is 
suspended. If you are convicted of driving with a licence 
suspended for a Highway Traffic Act offence, you will pay 
$1,000 to $5000 for a first offence, on conviction, and $2000 
to $5000 for a subsequent offence (within the next 5 years). 
The court can also order up to 6 months in jail, and will 
extend the existing suspension by another 6 months. 

Stolen truck recovered 

On March 31, South Simcoe Police were notified of a 
stolen 2000 Dodge Dakota, taken from a Bradford home. 

At about 4:45 a.m. on April 1, an officer on patrol located 
the stolen truck abandoned in a plaza in Bradford. In 
the immediate vicinity were three "persons of interest’; 
whom officers believed may have been responsible for 
the theft. Upon investigation, police arrested a 32 year old 
Bradford woman and charged her with Theft over $5,000, 
Possession of Stolen Property, and Fail to Comply with an 
Undertaking, and held for a Bail hearing later that day. A 
49 year old Bradford male was charged with Possession 
of Stolen Property; and Police will be seeking an arrest 
warrant for a 59 year old Bradford man, also for Possession 
of Stolen Property. 

Drive No Insurance 

On March 27, around 6:30 p.m., a K-9 officer conducting 
a radar check on Aishford Rd. in Bradford noted a vehicle 
with expired plates. The car was pulled over and the driver, 
an 18 year old Bradford teen, was questioned. The teen 
was driving his mother's vehicle, which not only had 
expired plates, but also did not have valid insurance. A 42 
year old Bradford woman has been charged with Owner- 
Permit Operation of Vehicle Without Insurance. She faces 
a minimum fine of $5000, if convicted. In Ontario, all 
vehicles must be insured for Third-party liability for at least 
$200,000. When driving your own or someone else’s vehicle 
you must carry the “pink slip” (Liability Insurance Card).

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Dracula: the Children of the Night come to Cookstown 


The great success of the 1931 
horror film “Dracula” starring Bela 
Lugosi, was due in part to its serious 
approach to the classic vampire tale. 
While there were elements of comedy 
provided by some of the minor 
characters, there was nothing tongue- 
in-cheek about the central story - 
nothing to 
undermine 
the horror, 
or mock the 
dark powers 
of the 
Undead. 

The movie 
is based 
on a 1927 
Broadway 
adaptation 
of the Bram 
Stoker novel, 
and in fact, 
before he 
starred in 
the Universal 
Studio film, Lugosi played the role of 
Count Dracula on stage. It is the same 
play, by Hamilton Deane and John 
Balderston, that is now on stage at the 
Old Town Hall Theatre in Cookstown, 
the final offering in South Simcoe 
Theatre’s 2013-14 season. 

The play is a bit of a departure for 
SST, which is best known for comedy

She brings both passion and 
an ethereal beauty to the role of the 
young woman falling under the spell 
of the suave Count Dracula, played 
by Christian Petrozza, Bradford film 
producer, screenwriter and fencer, 
with a glowering, barely-suppressed 
sense of power, and evil. 

All of the actors embrace the spirit 


of the play - especially Tom Mercer, 
as an all-too-human Dr. Helsing 
who might fail in his efforts to outwit 
Dracula, and Christopher Perchaluk 
as Renfield, the madman drawn to evil 
like a moth to a flame.

One of Carmine’s 
co-workers bought a Pratt home two years ago, 
and had been raving about the quality, the 
service and the community. 

“We came here and fell in love with this model 
home. We couldn’t believe the loft upstairs,’’ 
Iuliano said. They also fell in love with the lake, 
and the friendly small-town atmosphere of 
the community. The couple has been "waiting 
patiently” since August, for a new release of lots - 
and when they learned of the Saturday Opening, 


decided to ensure they would be first in line to 
get the lot they wanted. They did. 

"We're exhausted, but happy,” said Iuliano, 
after signing all the documents and confirming a 
September 2015 closing for what Chancey called 
"our first and last home.” The couple planned to 
celebrate with dinner and champagne - but not 
before catching up on their sleep. 

After the first 11 hours, they weren’t alone in 
their vigil. Jackie and Jeff Jones of Etobicoke 
arrived at around 1 a.m. on Friday morning - 
disappointed not to be first, but happy to get 
their second choice, “Plan B.” 

And by 7 a.m. 
on Saturday, 
when the Model 
Home officially 
opened its doors 
and the sale 
began, there was 
a long line-up of 
potential buyers, 
and potential 
neighbours. 

“For a small 
community 
like Innisfil, it’s 
awesome," said 
Pratt, noting that 
many of those 
who lined up and 
came through 
the doors had been referred by friends, attracted 
by reports of the company’s focus on customer 
service, open floor plans, use of natural finishes, 
and the choice of detached, semi-detached and 
townhome options. 

By 4:26 p.m. on Saturday, only 2 townhouses 
and one Semi were still unsold - "and we have 
had an absolute crowd of people leave without 
buying" but asking to be put on a waiting list, for 
the next release, Pratt said. "It was an absolute 
success - incredible!”

Most of the families are 
temporarily housed in churches or 
schools, or have taken shelter with 
relatives - but Brooks is hoping 
to continue to assist.
